Each of the leading Protestant denomina- | 
tions has a Board of Education to promote 
its educational work, especially in colleges 
and among students in tax-supported insti- 
tutions. 


In 1911 the Secretaries of several of these 
Boards from different denominations met 
and formed an interdenominational Council » 
to promote their common interests. Since * « 
then officers of the Council have been elect- 
ed annually, committees have been at work, 
paid secretaries have been employed, and a 
general campaign of Christian Education is 
under way. The aim of this campaign is: 


1. To awaken the entire public to the 
conviction that religion is essential to a com- 
plete education, and that education is nec- 
essary to the achievement of the Christian 
program. 


2. To promote the cause of Christian ed- 
ucation in institutions of learning, including | , 
the religious development of students in tax- 9 \ 
supported institutions. 


3. To strengthen the Christian College, . § 
to promote religious instruction therein, and ' 
to emphasize the permanent necessity of 
higher education under distinctly Christian 
auspices.
